GERMANY'S INDUSTRIES. 


Berjlner Tuereblatt Tell* of 
De- 


pressed Condition, 


Consul Monagban sends to the state 


department at Washington from Chem- 
nitz extracts from an article in the 
Berliner Tage'olatt reviewing prevail- 
ing conditions in the various branches 
of Industry in Germany as follows: 


"The whole iron industry is in a state 


of depression. Certain branches are 
comparatively occupied, but the busi- 
ness cannot be compared'•R-Ith that b£ 
former j-ears. Factories for the pro- 
duction of railroad supplies seem to 
be the busiest, but even they have not 
as many orders as last year. The small- 
er iron industries are suffering: from a 
falling off In exports. 
The. same Is 


true of machine factories. 
They are 


running on short time, and great num- 
bers of workmen have been discharg- 
ed. 


"Even the textile industries are no 


exception. Wherever mills are running- 
it is generally at the cost of the price 
of the wares. This lowering of the 
price of manufactures is overcome by 
decreasing the wages of the employ- 
ees, who are working for anything 
rather than remaiu idle. The philan- 
thropist puts the serious question to 
himself. What conditions will we meet 
when, through an unwise tariff policy,
